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PRODUCING WORK ANIMALS IN GEORGIA 
In view of the definite trend toward diversi- 
fication on the farm in Georgia it is being 
recognized more and more that animal hus- 
bandry, to a large extent, has been neglected. 
Much, of course, has been done. Packing plants 
have been built. Creameries have been estab- 
lished. Stock has been gradually improved by 
the introduction of thoroughbred animals. 
Cattle raising for commercial purposes, as well 
as for domestic farm use, has made tremendous 
Strides in the right ection. The good work 
should go on, 


One branch of animal! husbandry, however, 


has been largely overlooked—the breeding and . 


raising of work animals. At present, horses 
and mules are more widely kept on the Georgia 
farm than any other class of livestock. For 
every dollar invested in meat and milk-pro- 
ducing animals, two dollars have gone into 
horses and mules. Practically all of the ani- 
mals pulling plows and hauling crops in the 
state have been shipped in from other states. 
The purchase of these animals and, not infre- 
quently, buying feed to keep them, has taken 
a large part of the farmers’ annual income. It 
is estimated by competent authority that, in 
the majority of cases, every tenth cotton crop 
has gone to replace work animals essential] in 
producing the crops. Another instance where 
Georgia farmers have not produced to the ex- 
tent of their potentialities. 

The reduction of cotton acreage in Georgia 
has released many acres of excellent land. 
Much of this could be successfully utilized as 
pasture lands, as well as for growing feed for 
raising workstock. Enormous sums of money 
could eventually be kept in the state which 
otherwise enrich professional breeders beyond 
the borders of the southern states. 

It has been demonstrated by the depart- 
ment of animal husbandry of the College of 
Agriculture at Athens that horses and mules 
can be successfully raised in Georgia. Having 
given the matter a thorough, practical test in 
collaboration with the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the following statement 
has been made public: 

The quality of animals, the size and cost of 
production, indicate that breeding and raising 
of workstock for replacement on Georgia farms 
is economically sound. 

Until Georgia farmers, and those industries 
allied with farming, take full advantage of the 
opportunities at home, the people of the state 
will continue to pay tribute to producers of 
farm products in other states. |

THE CHURCH IN BONDS 

The imprisonment of Pastor Martin Niemoel- 
ler furnishes an excellent example of cruelty 
backfiring to the detriment of its perpetrators. 
It also demonstrates the truth of the saying 
that the “blood of the martyrs is the seed of 
the church.” 

Five months ago a special German court re- 
leased the pastor who fought for religious free- 
dom in the Reich and defied Hitler in so doing. 
Shortly after his release Niemoeller was clapped 
into a concentration camp. Not daring to mur- 
der the pastor outright, Hitler’s agents pro- 
ceeded to mete out an existence such as to make 
death preferable to most men. 

The pastor’s name disappeared from dis- 
patches from Germany. His enemies thought 
he had been forgotten, that their cruelty was 
their own, and not the world’s, business. But 
Pastor Niemoeller was not and is not forgotten. 
On the contrary, his name has become a symbol. 

The circumstances of his imprisonment—in 
which he is kept in a cell and denied virtually 
everything that makes life tolerable — have 
leaked out. Protests have come and thousands 
of letters to Berlin have asked his release, De- 
mands for his liberation have also come from 42 
deputations to the German government. 

Personal friends of the pastor, as well as 
persons interested in justice and tolerance, have 
taken the dangerous step of circulating pam- 
phlets about the Niemoeller case. Naturally, 
the pamphlets are circulated privately. Some 
of them have made their way to this country. 

The pamphlets read, in part: “As long as 
Martin Niemoeller is in the concentration 
camp, there is set up in our midst a signal, 
visible from afar, that the church of Jesus 
Christ is in bonds in Germany.” 

Hitler has not heard the last of the Niemoel- 
ler case. 


THE PUBLIC WATCH DOG 

Most fascinating reading may be found in 
the review of work for June by the Federal 
Trade Commission. The stories told in this 
report, of efforts of the commission to protect 
the buying public against misrepresentation of 
goods on the part of the sellers, offer a cross- 
section of that mercantile underworld which 
always seeks to trap the unwary, on the out- 
worn principle of “caveat emptor.” 

That there are so many firms. and indi- 
viduals who stoop to the unethical practices 
charged by the commission comes as a shock 
to those of us who are accustomed to dealing 
only with the local merchants we have known 
for years and whose advertising in local papers 
we believe utterly, because of past satisfactory 
experience. 

The commission digs out those firms which, 
by shrewd wording of corporate name, by trade 
mark name on their products, or by sales 
trickery, seek to foist some imitation and syn- 
thetic product on the purchaser as the real 
thing. 


There is the story in the report, for in- 


stance, of a seller of household appliances i 


delivers. a different quality article than th 
sample shown and who tricks the purchaser 
into signing a sales contract by offering it as 
a mere receipt’ or temporary insurance form. 

There is the story of a so-called “health 
society” which makes flat misstatements about 
a couple of volumes of alleged health advice. 
There are a number of firms which make false 
representations to prospective agents about 
probable earnings. 

An item of unusual interest concerns the 
word “Sheffield” as applied to silverware. One 
company which manufdctures electroplated 
Silverware is ordered to stop using the word 
“Sheffield” in its corporate name or in any 
manner which might imply its products were 
made by the Sheffield process which originated 
in England some 200 years ago. The Sheffield 
process involves the joining, under great pres- 
sure, of three sheets of different metal—the 
outer two silver and a baser metal between. 

The Federal Trade Commission thus serves 
as a watch dog for all who buy. It does its 
best to protect the American public from fraud 
and trickery. The best way the public can co- 
operate is by turning a deaf ear to the un- 
known door-to-door canvasser and buying only 
from reputable local stores.

Editorial of the Day 


LEON HENDERSON’S AMERICAN CREDO 

(From The Birmingham Age-Herald.) 
Leon Henderson’s recent outline of the basic 

assumptions of the American competitive system 
is so fine that it deserves the careful study of 
all who say they believe in economic and politi- 
cal freedom and are interested in improving the 
means and methods of strengthening it. These 
are the basic conceptions as seen by the New Deal 
economist, who repeated them in ridiculing de- 
scription of himself as a “left-wing, radical 
planner”: 

1. That each individual at his own risk, 
was at liberty to take the action he consid- 
ered most advantageous to himself. 

2. That there would be universal freedom 
of contract among individuals.

MULES. 

“When are you going to write. 
something else about mules?” asks 
a good friend. Well, I would write 
more often about mules, but I was 
afraid there were not so many 
people who would be interested. I 
guess we would all be more inter- 
ested in mules if we realized how 
dependent we are upon them. 

I was reading a very interesting 
article the other day in which 
Wayne Dinsmore,. executive sec- 
retary of the Horse and Mule As- 
sociation of America, said the 
shortage of mules in this country 
presents one of our very real eco- 
nomic problems. He explains that 
not until 1939 can we hope to see 
as many mules produced as nat- 
urally die of old age—that the de- 
mand then will continue much 
greater than the supply and we 
may expect high prices to prevail 
for yet several years. 

Mr. Dinsmore says that in the 
early days of the depression peo- 
ple killed many livestock because 
they didn’t see any hope of ever 
needing them again and in those 
days many jacks and jennets were 
allowed to perish. Now we are 
paying the price of that folly. He 
further explains that the war in 
Spain has cut us off from one of 
our main sources of supply for 
jacks. 

Did you know that the life span 
of a mule is greater than that of 
a horse? The average life of a 
mule is. 18 years and that of a 
horse 15 years. Mules have more 
sense than horses in the matter of 
eating—they will not overeat. Mr. 
Dinsmore says something in his 
article that I had never thought of, 
and yet every boy raised on the 
farm knows it is true, that mules 
are friendlier than horses. Some 
will question this statement, but I 
believe it will stand the test. Don’t 
get me wrong, please. I am not 
turning my back on horses—I am 
writing just now about mules.

FARMERS WARNED 
AS TO WET COTTON 


Terrell Agent Tells of Dif- 
ficulty in Ginning Damp 
Staple. 


DAWSON, Ga., Aug. 1.—Follow- 
ing the almost continuous down- 
pour of rain throughout Terrell 
county and adjacent sections dur- 
ing the past two weeks, County 
Agricultural Agent Dallas Spur- 
lock, of Terrell county, has ad- 
dressed a warning to farmers, 

Spurlock in a letter points out 
significant facts regarding the 
ginning of cotton, and the vari- 
ance in grading due to the condi- 
tion of the staple. His letter says 
in part: 

“Ginners, without an exception, 
have told me that cotton brought 
to them in a damp or wet condi- 
tion is extremely difficult to gin 
and that the grade is lowered from 
one to three or more points, This 
difference in grades ranges in 
price from one-half cent to some- 
dimes more than three cents a 
pound. 

“Cotton should not be picked 
until it is dry on the stalk. It isa 
problem to dry cotton when pick- 
ed water-packed. If cotton is wet 
or damp, it should be spread in a 
sheltered place and moved or 
stirred for several days before at- 
tempting to gin it. This will us- 
ually improve the physical condi- 


‘tion of the cotton, makes it easier 


to gin and, therefore, the staple 
will command a higher price when 
sold. 

“Too much emphasis cannot be 
placed on caring for cottonseed 
for next year’s planting. Seed ger- 
mination is destroyed by heating. 
Your next year’s cotton stand will 
depend on the quality of seed you 
plant. The standof cotton you ob- 
tain will determine largely the

decrees which will assure the co- 
operation of the medical associa- 
tion in the operation of co-opeta- 
tive clinics,” the American Medi- 
cal Journal said. 

Other medical opinion, however, 
was critical of the A. M. A.’s 
stand.

MECHANICS OF SQUEEZE. 

In rubber bridge games the 
time for declarer to look about for 
a possible two-suit single squeeze 
is when he discovers he is one 
trick short of his contract. Du- 
plicate players turn to the squeeze 
as a means of developing extra 
tricks. 

The first essential, in either 
case, is a long established suit or 
two good set-up suits capable of 
forcing one definite opponent to 
discard controlling cards to the 
breaking point... and breaking it. 

Apart from the mathematical 
requirements, declarer must hold 
a quick entry into the hand oppo- 
site the squeeze lead. 

There are five important fac- 
tors to take into consideration in 
the successful development of a 
squeeze. 

Two “Threat ( zits.” 

Declarer’s side is required to 
possess two “threat” suits ... a 
one-card “threat” and a two-or- 
more-card suit, both of which will 
have to be guarded by one defi- 
nite opponent. In the direct 
squeeze, both suits will be in back

if the patient is kept warm while 
the wet packs are on. 

If any blisters rise, they should 
be opened with sterile (freshly 
boiled) scissors or with sterile 
(flamed) needle, the serum or 
fluid gently pressed out with soft, 
sterile (freshly washed 1nd 
ironed muslin or linen pads, and 
the spot grushed over with 2 per 
cent solution of gentian violet in 
water (approximately 10 grains in 
the ounce). 

The drawback about the use of 
this gentain violet solution is of 
course that it stains the skin. A 
ship surgeon on a South American 
cruiser found that painting the 
entire burned area gave the great- 
est relief, when the victim was 
willing to put up with the stain 
for a week or more. 

Sunburn of the second degree 
(blisters) is as serious as any oth- 
er burn and should have the care 
of a physician. If any salve is ap- 
plied as a remedy, afer blistering, 
it should be a sterile one (uncon- 
taminated by exposure to air or 
dust or contact with human fing- 
ers). If medical care is not avail- 
able, these salves or ointments, 
preferably applied by squeezing 
sufficient ointment from a collap- 
sible tube to cover the blistered or 
raw surface, are useful: Boric oint- 
ment (10 per cent boric acid oint- 
ment, official in the U. S. P. and 
the B. P.), Old Doc Ointment (as 
supplied in tubes to physicians un- 
der the name of “lyptoline,” by a 
national physicians’ supply house) 
and tanipaste which contains .tan- 
nic acid and chlorbutanol, a local 
anesthetic, supplied to physicians 
and druggists by another large 
pharmaceutical house. A tube of 
one of these salves kept in the 
'family medicine cupboard will be 
found handy for the first aid treat- 
ment of burns, scalds, stings and 
many minor wounds. 

Youth has to learn by experi- 
ence that it is wise to discontinue 
the sunbath or exposure to direct 
or reflected sunlight (as by water, 
snow or sand) as soon as a notice- 
able blush, flush or reddening of 
the skin occurs. That is a first 
degree burn, and a first degree 
sunburn is uncomfortable enough 
for any one to endure. To carry 
the exposure beyond that point Is 
to court suffering from a second- 
degree burn. So far as tanning 
is concerned, the most satisfactory 
| bronzing is obtained by moderate- 
‘ly increasing doses of ultraviolet, 
never persisting longer than the 
stage of erythema or reddening.

Vitamin B and Deafness. 


Please give fuil particulars re- 
garding vitamin B for help in 
deafness.- (Mrs. E. E.) 

Answer—All I know is. that 
there there have been a number of 
reports of marked improvement in 
hearing when the deaf persons 
have taken a large daily ration of 
vitamin B to supplement the diet— 
preferably vitamin B complex (not 
synthetic or pure vitamin B), as 
in three or four ounces of plain 
wheat, or one or two ounces of 
wheat germ, or six or eight tablets 
of vitamin B complex daily. I 
hope readers who try this will re- 
port what results they experience. 

Exercise for Sciatica. _ 

For 25 years I had rheumatism 
in knees and often attacks of lum- 
bago and sciatica. Two years ago 
I began doing the following exer- 
cise—timidly and ' 
first, gradually more enthusias- 
tically, and now I have no more 
all.

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Unless

It was the 
advance in stocks which inspired 
hope in business, and it was the 
recovery in commodity prices 
which forecast the turn in stocks.

CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—(#)—Led 
by corn, all deliveries of major 
grains tumbled today to bottom- 
most prices reached in four to five 
years on the Chicago Board of 
Trade, 


Ideal weather for corn growth 
focused trade attention on pros- 
pects of a bumper crop of that 
cereal. In a selling stampede that 
developed as the day drew to an 
end, the corn market plunged 
downward 2 1-2 cents a bushel, 
but recovered about a cent in the 
final transactions. 


Wheat values fell a cent, and 
then rallied somewhat. Septem- 
ber moved down to 66 3-4, where 
it was 26-.cents under the season’s 
high touched last February and 
was 48 cents below prices a year 
ago. 

Unusual pressure to sell corn 
manifested itself chiefly in the 
September future, which collapsed 
to 54 1-4 cents, as against 56 3-4 
at the last on Saturday. Other 
deliveries plunged downward in 
sympathy. At this stage, corn 
trading hit a fast pace that made 
wheat secondary for the time 
being. 

Indications of big yields of corn, 
influenced particularly by rains in 
Iowa and Illinois, brought out a 
huge amount of liquidating orders 
from holders. These orders forced 
price downturns that automatical- 
ly compelled execution of addi- 
tional selling orders of a stop-loss 
character, 


Actual new export business in 
corn was apparently small, 150,- 
000 bushels, but clearances last 
week exceeded 5,000,000 bushels 
against 3,600,000 the week previ- 
ous, 

Wheat and corn dropped _ to 
about 8 cents under the govern- 
ment loan basis. A _ sustaining 
factor regarding wheat was export 
buying from the United States that 
totaled about 500,000 bushels.
